DISTRESS IN HONOLULU. 

Plague Precautions Have Made Many 
Natives Destitute and Homeless. 

Washington, Feb. 9.— At the cabinet 
meeting to-day the principal subject of 
discussion was the plague situation in 
Hawaii. It was pointed out that 
the exigencies of the case required the 
destruction of a large number of cabins 
in portions of Honolulu, and that in eon- 
sequence many natives are homeless and 
in a destitute condition. Apparently 
there is no legislative authority to meet 
the situation by the appropriation of 
funds for the. relief of those in distress, 
and it is understood to be the purpose of 
the President to communicate the facts 
to congress, with a request for authority 
to re-cottvene the old legislature or to 
establish a common commission with 
power to do whatever is needed. 

San Francisco, Feb. 0.— Three deaths 
from plague occurred since hist advices 
from Honolulu, a Chinese dying on 
January 20, a native woman on the 25th 
and a Jap on the 20th. The wife Of 
the Jnp also shows slgnu <->f disease. 
There were few suspicious cases and no 
positive cases up to the time of sailing 
of the Alameda. Health oQicinis on 
February 2 stated that all the detention 
camps were free from sickness.

Ottawa's Reply to Offer of 
Troops— Mr. Mclnncs or 
Lieut. Governor? 



Out of it clear sky and a most innocent 
looking resolution, a veritable thunder- 
bolt dropped into the placid arena of 
parliamentary debate yesterday after- 
noon; and the long-looked-for duel be- 
tween Finance Minister Cotton and his 
supplanted ex-colleague, "Fighting Joe" 
Martin, was on in bitter earnest. The 
subject of debate was Mr. Helgesen's 
resolution of recommendation to the 
federal government that the naturaliza- 
tion of Chinese and Japanese should be 
restricted or prohibited— but the question 
technically before the house had nothing 
to do with the dramatic episode that 
filled the lobby with the buzz of excited 
conversation just as soon as the episode 
ill chief had closed, and Mr. MePhillips 
proceeded to debate the negative 
amendment he had offered to the Cariboo 
member's resolution— this amendment 
being that it would be unwise to trench 
upon any subject likely to embarrass 
Croat Britain's friendly relations with 
Japan. 

Mr. Martin had debated the resolu- 
tion, holding that while it was of a class 
of which generally he disapproved— inas- 
much as the legislature should restrict 
itself to the business constitutionally re- 
ferred to it by the I?. N. A. Act— in such 
burning questions as that of the threat- 
ening Chinese and Japanese competition 
it was well for British Columbia to lose 
no opportunity of pressing the views and 
wishes of the province forward, in the 
hope of eventually educating the whole 
of Canada to a comprehensive knowledge 
of the facts in their relation to the work- 
ing otit of British Columbia's destiny. 
In illustration he cited the experience of 
Manitoba on the railway question, dur- 
ing his tenure as attorney-general of the 
Prairie Province; the people of the 
Dominion sit first had not understood, 
but the insistence of the united province 
on its position had finally won for Mani- 
toba the sympathy and support of the 
Eastern provinces, and victory at length 
crowned the provincial campaign of agi- 
tation and education. 

While he was speaking Hon. Mr. Cot- 
ton swung carelessly in his chair, and 
when he came to speak carelessly ob- 
served that he failed to see wherein this 
affected the question before the house, 
and that it was not ditUcult to compre- 
hend how Manitobans regarded Mr. 
Martin's career and actions in view of 
the manner of that gentleman's depar- 
ture from the scene. 

Such an opening was apparently just 
what Mr. Martin had longed for in order 
that be might bring his heaviest artil- 
lery to bear upon his ex-colleague, for 
inducing him to repeat his remark (the 
purport of which only he had first 
caught), lie accused the Finance Minis- 
ter of introdueing cowardly tactics into 
the debate, and inducing Mr. Clifford 
(his right-band neighbor) to propose a 
verbal amendment, based his retort upon 
this motion. He deprecated personali- 
ties in politics, declared that he had 
never voluntarily descended to this 
method of warfare; but assorted that 
now that he had been attacked he pro- 
posed to reply ia kind and show no 
mercy. He had left Manitoba under 
no cloud of dishonor; he had frequently 
re-visited the province since coming to 
British Columbia in 1S07; ho still bad 
large property interests there; he was 
at liberty to go or come in that province 
as freely as in British Columbia; he 
never had had any creditors from Mani- 
toba seeking him in British Columbia 
for satisfaction; he had never had re- 
course to locking his clamorous creditors 
in a room while he escaped from them 
by freight train between two suns; he 
could go back to Manitoba when he 
chose and without fear of arrest; In? 
had never been eapiased; he had never 
been in gaol. He defied the Minister of 
Finance to say as much with regard to 
his experience in Colorado, from which 
state he had come to British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton attempted to plead 
that the tenor of his interjection had 
been misunderstood, but Mr. Martin 
would not admit it— he was so direct In 
his allegations of cowardice on Mr. 
Cotton's part and so persistent in his 
declaration that Hon. Mr. Cotton's credi- 
tors had been nfter him since his arrival 
in British Columbia that he (Cotton) 
had defrauded honest men in Colorado, 
and that he dared not go back to that, 
state, that on several occasions the 
Speaker threatened to "name the mem- 
ber " for defiance of the Chair. 

Ultimately, being restricted to the dis- 
cussion of the amendment to the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Martin announced that he 
would move for a select committee of 
inquiry into the " criminal conduct " of 
the Minister of Finance during his resi- 
dence in Colorado, with an intimation 
that, he had personally investigated the 
subject and would be prepared to sub- 
stantiate his charges. 

The Helgcsen resolution carried, an 
amendment proposed by Mr. Holmcken 
being negatived on the declaration by 
the Premier that the government had 
already moved in the same direction, 
namely to induce the federal govern- 
ment to introduce restrictive legislation 
on the lines of the Natal Act, ns suggest- 
ed by the colonial lsecre.tar.Vi Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, in correspondence 
to the Governor-General on the subject 
of disallowance. , 

Prior to the, adjournment Premier 
Semlin read to the house the following 



telegram, received from Ottawa the pre- 
tIous evening; 

" Ottawa, Feb. 8, 1000. 
"Hon. C. A. Semliu, Premier, Victoria: 
" With reference to your govern- 
ment's offer of a contingent for service 
in South Africa, and in view of the pos- 
sibility of similar offers being made by 
other provinces, the iroveniment has 
deemed it advisable to establish uniform 
conditions applicable to all such offers, 
and I am therefore to say that the gov- 
ernment will co-operate with provincial 
governments in like manner as in the 
case of Lord Strathcona's contingent, 
tbo military department assisting to the 
full strength of its machinery and offi- 
cers in the work of organizing such con- 
tingents, all other costs and charges 
until landed in South Africa to be borne 
by the province making the offer. 
(Sd.) "WILFRID LAURIER.." 

The only other eventful incident of the 
day was the announcement by Premier 
Semlin that the government regarded 
the suggestions made by the Lieutenant- 
Governor upon his return from Atlin as 
suggestions front Mr. Melnnes in his 
private capacity. This is taken as being 
the excuse put forward for defying the 
view of the Governor in repealing the 
approved alien exclusion law. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton in conversation last 
evening is understood to have observed, 
quite unofficially, that " to-day's enter- 
tainment will materially strengthen the 
hands of the government."

Ottawa, Feb. 0.— Great disappoint- 
ment is felt hero at the cold douche 
which the government has given to Brit- 
ish Columbia's patriotic offer. It was 
generally supposed that if the province 
furnished a corps and paid the cost of 
equipment and transportation to Hali- 
fax, the Dominion authorities would fur- 
nish ocean transport. 

Col. Trior asked this afternoon: "Am 
I to understand that if the British Col- 
umbia government should raise a contin- 
gent of mounted men, they will be ex- 
pected to pay transportation, not only 
from Victoria, Vancouver and -other 
points in British Columbia to Halifax, 
but also from Canada to South Africa?" 

Ho was informed that such is the ease. 
Dr. Borden stated also that the govern- 
ment had offered to furnish a militia 
regiment to garrison Halifax in the event 
of the- Leinsters being sent to South 
Africa. Many members doubt the wis- 
dom of this step, and feel that it would 
have been better if a third contingent 
had been offered. 

Gen. Hutton leaves Canada imme- 
diately, having secured an appointment 
from the war office for special service in 
South Africa. The announcement cre- 
ates some surprise, but a few who knew 
what was brewing fully expected Hut- 
ton's early retirement. 

The Senate adopted the address to- 
night and adjourned to March 1. 

The government has decided to re- 
cruit the Mounted Police to full strength 
and also to establish a regiment of 
Mounted Infantry in the Territories. 

SICK MEMBERS RECOVERING. 

London, Feb. 9.— It is announced to- 
day that Sir Henry Morton Stanley, the 
famous African explorer, and Liberal- 
Unionist member of parliament for 
North Lambeth, who was taken sud- 
denly ill with gastritis in the House of 
Commons Wednesday night and was 
thought to bo in a somewhat serious 
condition, has now practically recov- 
ered. 

The condition of Mr. Gerald Balfour, 
chief secretary for Ireland, who has 
been critically ill from a clot of blood on 
the heart and suffered a relapse yester- 
day, is improved to-day.

London, Feb. 9.— Mr. Balfour, the 
government leader, replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons this 
forenoon as to what information had 
been received from the seat of war, said:

Buller is not pressing on 
advance from the position ho has re- 
captured. Wo do not consider it right 
to press him for details of the operations 
which are in progress, nor if he does 
give such information do we consider it 
proper to make this public until such 
operations are completed. The govern- 
ment has no information as to whether 
General Macdouald has retired." 
A BOER REPORT. 

Boer Head Laager, Ladysmith, Feb. 
8— The British, who were in possession 
of the kopje at Moleu's Drift, abandoned 
it after a bombardment by Boer cannon . 
this morning and retired across the 
Tugela river. A desultory cannonade 
is proceeding at Tugelu this morning, 
but otherwise all is quiet. 

An nrmored train on Thursday made 
a sortie from Chieveley towards Colenso 
and landed 2,000 British troops on the 
right of the Boer position. Boers imme- 
diately crossed the river and inude at- 
tack with rifles and artillery, forcing the> 
withdrawal of both the train and troops 
to Chieveley. 

London, Feb. 9.— The news contained 
in the despatches from the Boer head- 
quarters caused considerable excitement 
in the House of Commons, where the 
government leader had just previously 
announced that there was no news from. 
South Africa. 

GATACRE DOING WELL. 

A war oflice despatch from Lord Rob- 
erts, dated Tuesday. Feb. S, confirms the 
reports that Gen. Gatacre has repulsed 
the Boers at Pen Hoek and Bird's River 
and that the security of both outposts 
is established. Iu regard to Gen. Mac- 
donnld's operations, Lord Roberts does 
not mention the former's retirement to 
Modder River. He says: 

" McDonald was despatched to pre- 
vent the Boors blocking the main drift 
at Koodoosberg, and successfully estab- 
lished himself at Koodoosberg, in spito 
of the determined efforts of the Boers 
to dislodge him. At McDonald's request 
Babington was sent with reinforcements. 
On Wednesday, the 7th, Babbingtou 
threatened the Boers north of Koodoos- 
berg, while another force drove out. the 
Boers southward." 

The despatch concludes with the state- 
ment: "The enemy have now evacuated 
their position, and none are in sight." 

CREDITS BOER REPORT. 

London, Feb. 10, 4.20 a.m. — London ac- 
cepts as true the Boer .statement tlint 
General Buller has failed again. These 
statements wore passe-3 by the British 
censor at Aden and are read in the light 
of Mr. Balfour's announcement in the 
Commons that General Buller is not 
pressing his advance. 

Mr. Winston Churchill wires that Vital 
Krantz was impracticable ror the gunf, 
which were needed to support a further 
advance. His cablegram leaves General 
Buller on Tuesday night sending a fresh 
brigade to relieve the tired soldiers of 
Vaal Krantz. The descriptive writers 
with General Buller were allowed a 
rather free hand again in explaining the 
ugly position which the British held and 
the nature of the obstacles which had to 
he overcome. S_o it is easy to infer. With 
Boer riflemen and artillerymen defend- 
ing them, these hills, ravines and jungles 
have not been overcome and thus the 
public is prepared in advance for bad 
news. 

BOERS RETIRING STORES. 

Heliograms from Ladysmith dated 
Monday describes the effect General Bai- 
ler's cannonade had on the worn garri- 
son. Hope ran high that the long period 
of inactivity and tedium was drawing to a 
close. The Crash of guns was almost con- 
tinuous for ten hour and at times it 
seemed as if as many as twenty shells 
hurst in a minute. The Boers, preparing 
always for the possibility of defeat, were 
driving herds and sending long wagon 
trains towards the Drakensburg passes.

The Seaforth Highlanders gained a 
position on the rocky summit and kept 
up a sustained tire, but suffered from the 
shelling. A butiery im» sent ami it suc- 
ceeded in (silencing the Boer lire. 

Meanwhile two companies of tin' Ar- 
gyle Highlanders, advancing along the 
plain in a westerly direction, found the 
Boers entrenched at a small drift. An 
engagement followed, lasting two whole 
days. 

In order to completely surround the 
Boers, General Babington was despatch- 
ed from Modder Itiver with u large force 
of cavalry ami two batteries of horse ar- 
tillery, lint failed tn reach here, although 
he started early in tbe day to enable him 
to get here early this afternoon. 

General Methuen ordered thai the 
combined force should retire upon Mod- 
der River, which move is now proceed- 
ing. The British losses in the righting! 
on Wednesday were fifty killed or wound- 
ed. 

London, Feb. 9.— The despatch from 
Koodoosherg Drift does not say whether 
General Babington finally joined General 
Macdonald, but the word "0011111111011" 
seems to indicate that he did so. 

A late despatch to the Morning Post 
from Modder Itiver, dated Thursday, 
says that the forces of General Macdon- 
ald and Genei4ll Babington will return 
shortly, and adds that the initiative to 
the reconnaissance emanated from head- 
quarters. 

London. Feb. 10. — A despatch to the 
Times from Koodoosherg, dated Thurs- 
day, February S, says: "It is reported 
that Boer reinforcements are arriving 
from Magersfontein. Our position id 
easily tenable, but the entire force has 
■been ordered to return to Modder River 
to-morrow." 

The Times has the following from 
Kimberley, dated February S: "The 
Boer big guns shelled us all day yester-

UNITED IRISHMEN' ACTIVE. 

Frotest in Commons Against Taxation-

London, Feb. 0.— During the debate iu 
the llouse of Commons to-day on the 
amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne introduced 
by Mr. John Joseph Clancy, Irish Na- 
tionalist, calling attention to the over- 
taxation of Ireland, Mr. Tim Healy, 
Irish Nationalist, protested against the 
Interpretation of the act of uuion being 
decided ex rmrte.

COST OF EDUCATION. 

To The Editor of The Colonist. 

Sir: In my last letter I asked Mr. 
Eaton if he knew of "any other part of 
the world " where one-lifth of the gen- 
eral revenue is spent on education. Iu 
his reply to-day he instances the other 
Canndinn provinces. The words "other 
part of the world " can hardly be taken 
to apply to Canada, in which Dominion 
we are included, and T was in fact 
aware that much the same system exists 
throughout the country. 

However, Mr. Eaton's figures make 
my case much stronger, as they show- 
that instead of one-lifth we spend nearer 
one-third of our revenue on education. 
The fact that the worship of the state 
education fetich is more rampant, in 
other provinces does not lessen my griev- 
ance here. I fail, however, to compre- 
hend the figures in Mr. Eaton's second 
table, as they seem to show that Ontario 
spends over half a million more than 
her whole revenue on education, Nova 
Scotia within ,?IT.0(W of hers iu the 
same way, etc. Surely there must be 
some mistake here.

Patriotic Resolutions Passed By 
Large Assemblage at the 
Drill Hal!. 

Endorsement of the Suggestion 
Shut Cus>ada Should Send 
I en » tiousand [Vleii. 



A somewhat smaller liudicni-o than 
wort- present at the patriotic mecinss in 
tli,- Urill hnll and Victoria theatre ou 
previous occasions was nrcM-nt at flic 
former place last evening, when n solu- 
tions expressive of the loyalty of the 
citisieiiw and tfieir deRire to aid the Em- 
piru in .■very possible way were passed 
amid jtrcat euthusiasni. Kin" » »>and 
was in attendance ami did much tu stir 
the patriotic sentiments of those present. 

.Mayor Hay-ward presided, and uu the 
platform were seated Col. Gregory, A. 
L. Belyea, Q. C Hev. J. 0. Speer, ttev. 
W. 1». Barber, Kev. \V. Leslie Clay, 
Olive rhillipps-Wolley, Itobert Cassidy 
and (J. H. Lugrin. W. J. Dowler acted 
as secretary. . 

Mayor Uayward in a neat speech 
urielly explained the object of the meet- 
ing. He referred to the bravery dis- 
played by the troops in South Africa— 
deeds which stirred the hearts of all true 
friends of the Empire. In regard to the 
proposal that Canada should send 10.000 
men, that idea would meet with the favor 
of everyone. . 

(•live Phillips- Wolley then moved the 
following resolution: 

••That we, the people ot Victoria, ie- 
ioice at the unmistaUeable evidence of 
he solidity and unity of the British Em- 
pire, which the war in South Africa has 
made manifest." . 

It gave Mr. Wolley more than usual 
pleasure to move that resolution, and he 
did not think it could be moved m a 
more.loyal city in the Empire. We here 
are in a better position to judge of the 
value and importance of colonial develop- 
ment than they at home. Britain did 
not ask for Canadian support. Ihe oftel 
was voluntary on our part; but tne 
first contributions that were sent did no 
supply the best for lighting, so Lord 
Strathcona enme to the front, and of the 
latter force Victoria was to contribute 
her share. (Applause.) We are not 
fighting for fame, hut for justice and 
equality to all people. Regarding the 
European criticisms that " Tommy At- 
kins " could not fight, the battle of 
Klandslangte answered thai. The war 
had cost much and will cost more, but 
whatever the price, we shall buy some- 
thing beyond all price— Imperial federa- 
tion.' Greater Britain will for the future 
be master of the world. (Applause.) 

Mr. K. Cassidy first read a war bulle- 
tin handed to him by Mr. C. H. Lugrm, 
of the Colonist, showing British gams, 
which was greeted with tremendous ap- 
plause. That was good news, said Mr. 
Cassidy. It is good for us to be here. 
It marks an epoch in the history of Can- 
ada, this opportunity to announce to the 
world that the Empire stauds soiidly 
together. None of the colonies have 
come forward to the same extent as 
Canada. The other colonies had better 
opportunity than Canada, but the Latter 
had taken the foremost lead. The reso- 
lutions which were passed at this meet- 
ing and on similar occasions bad no poli- 
tical significance. They were the spon- 
taneous outburst of the patriotic feelings 
of the people. This was no place to dis- 
cuss the war, but it could be said that 
the present war was waged most justly, 
as every man of intelligence knows. He 
joined heart and soul in the sentiment of 
the resolution. 

Rev. Mr. Barber also supported the 
resolution, lie was cognizant of his in- 
abilitv to do justice to the occasion. 
They all know what the British Empire 
stands for— monarchy. Then, again, it 
stands for the freedom of all men, and 
more than that — religious liberty. (Ap- 
plause.) Not one of those had been in 
any sense violated in the present war in 
South Africa. There has been no viola- 
tion of those fundamental principles. 
But no matter what the dispute was, the 
moment a foreign foe put his foot on 
British soil there was necessity for all 
to stand shoulder to shoulder in defence 
of the Empire. We rejoice in the unity 
any solidity of the Empire, and that is 
all we can do to-nifrht; but we should 
remember the hundreds dying for the 
same cause in South African battlefields. 
Applause.) 

The resolution being put by His AVor- 
ship Mayor Hayward, it was carried 
unanimously amid cheers, " The Maple 
Leaf Forever" being rendered by the 
band. 

An original poem was then read by 
Mr. Clive PhilJipps- Wolley, the rendi- 
tion being received with great applause. 

Mayor Hay ward then announced that 
a telephone message had been received 
stating that Major Laurie would be at 
the Drill hnll this morning at 9:30 to re- 
cruit for Strathcona's Horse. 

Rev. .T. C. Speer then moved the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

•' That the people of Victoria believe 
the time has arrived when Canada should 
place herself in n position to assume her 
share of the burdens of the Empire; 
that in our opinion the federal govern- 
ment should ask from parliament, and 
that parliament should grant, such 
powers as will enable the government in 
any emergency that may arise to furnish 
an armed froce from Canada to assist 
the Mother Country in war; that we

heartily endorse the suggestion made by 
the citizens of Vnncouver that parlia- 
ment shall be asked to sanction the rais- 
ing and equipment of 10.000 men to 
serve in South Africa whenever their 
services may be needed by the Imperial 
government." • 

Speaking as a Canadian, Mr. Speer 
said he knew there was no Canadian 
who was not a Britisher to the core. 
Since the days of Wolfe there has 
flowed in the blood of Canadians as blue 
blood as flowed in the veins of Britons 
anywhere. Though small in number, 
the Canadians had never been beaten, 
and they were willing to die if necessary 
in defence of the dag. Krugcr will soon 
discover that Great Britain will got tol- 
erate slavery and injustice, by beholding 
the spectacle of the British dug floating 
over the Transvaal. (Applause.) Can- 
ada is prepared, whatever the federal 
government may say. If it were neces- 
sary, we can put 20,000 men in the field. 
This conflict was too serious to • talk 
about cost. Why should we not be en- 
thusiastic V The British Empire has 
been driven into one of the bloodiest con- 
tests which the world has ever seen— and 
the success of Britain means liberty lor 
•ill in South Africa. And n splendid 
10 000 men can we put in the field! Men 
iiuired to hardship and comparing favor- 
ably with the best representatives in the 
bold of the other colonies. lie hoped 
the day would speedily arrive when Im- 
perial "federation would be an accom- 
plished fact. 

Lieut. -Col. Gregory, who was called 
upon to second the resolution felt that it 
was difficult tu say anything new on this 
subject. He would like to be able to tell 
the story of the patriotism of Great Brlt- 
iun. The resolution breathed love, grati- 
tude and patriotism. It hardly needed 
a resolution to establish that, but some- 
times it was well to put theses things on 
paper.

Mr. C. H. Lugrin said Rev. Mr. Speer 
bad spared him a part of his duty by his 
reference to the blacks in South Africa 
and the question of slavery. He thought 
the mayor had builded more wisely than 
he knew, when he distributed the speak- 
ers—the first ones being gentlemen born 
in the old land and knew of the loyalty 
of Hie people. Mr. Lugrin paid n happy 
tribute to one of the first speakers, Mr. 
Wolley, who had done no much to cement 
the British Empire. Col. Gregory was a 
Canadian, also Rev. Mr. Speer, and he 
himself was a colonial of colonials— so 
the combination was a most happy one — 
one eminently fitting to speak of colonial 
patriotism. In regard to the burdens of 
Empire— to see it in its realtiy— we must 
go to the home of Britain and see the 
aouii.ing fathers and mothers weeping 
for sons who were lying dead on the bat- 
tlefields of South Africa. Canada must 
be prepared to do her share. She had 
(scarcely paid one dollar cowards Imperial 
defence— out a cent towards the great 
navy, without, which it would be impos- 
sible to maintain the integrity of the Em- 
pire. The time had come when Canada 
should say it was ready to assume the 
responsibility which il should. (Ap- 
plause.) While on one occasion the pro- 
vince of New Brunswick had voted to 
devote every cent of revenue to the moth- 
er country for defence, he was sorry to 
sav he had heard men in the provincial 
legislature saying to-day that British Col- 
umbia could not send 200 men. (Cries of 
shame.) Why, if the government would 
not provide for that we could go to the 
people of this town— yes, even the work- 
ing men and working women and get the 
money to pay for sending those 200 men. 
and as many more as lire needed. 
(Tremendous applau.se.) He held that the 
parliament of Camilla should be authoriz- 
ed to go to the extreme limit in giving 
support to tha Empire. As for getting 
men, he was sure that if danger ever 
arose and the fighting blood of Canada 
was aroused there would bo required 
law > to hold the people back, rather than 
to urge them Oil. (Applause.) The re- 
solution was one which should be sent 
spinning around the world to show the 
enemies of the country that the Anglo- 
Saxon race stood shoulder to shoulder. 
(Loud applause.) 

The resolution was then put to the 
meeting by Mayor Hayward and carried 
unanimously, Finn's orchestra playing 
"Rule Britannia." 

Miss Lombard then sang most spirited- 
ly "The Soldiers of the Queen," amid 
tremendous enthusiasm. 

Mayor Hayward announced a patrio- 
tic concert in the A.O.U.W. hall by the 
Daughters of St. George on February 15. 

Ltev, Leslie Clay proposed the next 
resolution. It was one which required 
no labored argument In order to ensure 
its passage. It was one to express sym- 
pathy with those bereaved by the death 
of our brave soldier* in South Africa. 
Even in peace we nre moved with feel- 
ings of sympathy when death visits us, 
how much more are we moved now, when 
hundreds are dying daily, and when sym- 
pathy is expressed in words who can do 
so aptly as her most Gracious Majesty. 
Sim seems to know exactly just what to 
sav. To-morrow the news of this; meet- 
ing will be given to the world by the 
press and perhaps il will cheer some poor 
fellow lying on a cot in South Africa. 
These sympathies of ours will accomplish 
much. 'When this war is over and the 
British flag floats paramount in South 
Africa and a few changes will have been 
made in the war office it will be well if 
we have arranged for the maintenance of 
those left by those who fell at tbiJiont. 
The speaker pathetically alluded to the 
scenes which might easily be pictured in 
the hundreds of stricken homes in the 
old land. Sympathy is good, but it 
would not feed the little Tommies left 
fatherless. Something more was neces- 
sary, and he asked them to take into 
consideration the Canadian patriotic 
fund. , , 

A. L. Belyea, Q.C., seconded tb« reso- 
lution in an appropriate speech. He 
wondered how many of those who read 
the papers appreciated the tremendous 
cost of the war up to date— the great 
amount of suffering h»ought to hundreds 
of homes by the death of the brUve sol- 
diers. It was satisfactory to know that 
more had been done in the four months 
of the war lo take care of the soldier 
and his family than had been done in 
years before. The resolution was carried 
unanimously.

THE SLOCAN TROUBLE. 

Business Men's Efforts to End the Disas- 
trous Stagnation in Mining. 

From the Stindou Mining Review. 

Some days ago it was said u meeting 
of the business men of this place would 
be he?M In the court house Tuesday even- 
ing to consider the labor situation.

0, at 8 o'clock in Sandon, and the com- 
mittee discharged their duties next day. 

There was a desire on the part of some 
to thresh out the whole question then 
and there, but better counsel prevailed. 

A resolution was also passed appoint- 
ing a committee to secure subscribers to 
a petition asking the government to pass 
an act making the arbitration act of 1894 
obligatory whenever asked for. 

The act Itself appears good; but all 
such acts are necessarily one-sided — they 
are workable against capital, in favor of 
labor and never against labor. Let us 
illustrate. Supposing it was in the Slo- 
can to-day, and the arbitrators found 
that the men should take any wage they 
were not disposed to offer, say $3.25 fi 
all kinds of work, the law can have n 
provision to compel them to take it. The 
could simply put on their hats and g 
where they thought they could do betto:

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THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Very serious work is before- the peo- 
ple of British Columbia it' they propose 
to retain even the semblance of political 
freedom. We any this with all sincerity, 
fully appreciating what the words imply. 
Whether or not it is possible to employ 
language and arguments in a newspaper 
(strong enough lo arouse the people to a 
sense of their danger jure do not know, 
.hut we will mention a few of the mutters 
which we regard as menacing o\ir politi- 
cal liberty. 

First: The Constitution of the province 
expressly declares that the Lieutenant- 
Governor shall appoint an Executive 
Council composed of live officials. No 
such Executive Council exists in British 
Columbia or has existed (or nearly a 
year. The express direct ion of the Con- 
stitution lias been disregarded. It' tllia 
may be done with impunity in one in- 
stance it may be done in another. If 
two offices, which the Constitution de- 
clares are distinct, may be vested in one 
man, why may not three, or four, or 
five? Why may not a strong Lieutenant- 
Governor attach to himself one minister 
only, -who need not he a member of the 
legislature, for the Constitution is silent 
upon this point, or why may not some 
strong minister dispense with any col- 
leagues and administer the affairs of the 
province according to his own sweet will? 
Or what earthly use is a Constitution 
Act, if its provisions can be disregarded 
at any time with impunity? Wipe the 
thing off the statute hook or else observe 
it. 

Second: The right of free speech has 
been denied to members of the legislature, 
and the party caucus has been declared 
supreme. Members of the legislature 
have been choked off by the Speaker 
when exercising the most ordinary free- 
dom of debate; the Speaker has frankly 
admitted that he attends party caucuses, 
and the majority of the house refuse to 
declare it wrong for him to do so. T'ntil 
a precedent to the contrary is established, 
the Speaker is fully justified in taking 
his direction from the party caucus as 
to what liberty of criticism of the acts 
of the government shall he permitted to 
members of the house and to order from 
the house ami into the custody of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms any member who dnres 
to transgress the limit so prescribed. 

Third; The views of the representa- 
tive of the crown upon a subject of pro- 
posed legislation have been communicated 
to the house in direct defiance of the con- 
stitutional usage of centuries by which 
the independence of parliament is pre- 
served, for it is a declared principle of 
our parliamentary system that the repre- 
sentatives of the people shall exercise 
their legislative functions undeterred by 
any fear of running counter to the wishes 
or the crown or its representative. 

Fourth: The members of the legisla- 
ture have been threatened with a disso- 
lution in case a majority of them 
presume to exercise their unquestioned 
right of voting against the ministry, 
•which also is in direct defiance of the 
usage of centuries by which the inde- 
pendence of parliament is preserved, for 
it is a declared principle of our parlia- 
mentary system that the representative* 
of the people shall exercise their legisla- 
tive functions undeterred by any fear of 
being sent back to their constituents in 
consequence of any particular act. 

Fifth: The ministry have placed them- 
selves on record in the legislature as 
holding views directly opposed to those 
of the representative of the crown, and 
yet they claim to be II is Honor's con- 
stitutional advisers. 

Other matters might be mentioned, 
such as the departure from the time-hon- 
ored practice of announcing ministerial 
changes to the house: the acceptance 
formally by the ministry of the respon- 
sibility for such changes; the direct aban- 
donment, by the government of the policy 
promised in the debate upon the Address 
and the substitution of a radically differ- 
ent policy and so on. In all these mat- 
ters constitutional principles are involved 
and they are principles vital to the pre- 
servation of parliament ry rosopnsiblo 
government. 

It is said that the people of Briti 
Columbia care nothing about things of 
this kind, that they care nothing about 
constitutional principles, and that the 
Colonist or any other paper is only wast- 
ing time to speak about them at all. 
Another set of people admit that there 
is danger ahead, but say that the refuge 
is to be found in the adoption of federal 
lines in the local arena. We believe 
that those who claim that the people 
are indifferent us to what becomes of 
their constitutional rights do not soundly 
gauge public opinion, and that those who 
would precipitate federal issues while 
the present unconstitutional system of 
government prevails are, unconsciously 
no doubt, advising a course that would 
bo fruitful of harm. To have this prov- 
ince controlled in the interest of one of 
the parties at Ottawa under such condi- 
tions as now exist here would mean 
literally that the people of British Colum- 
bia would be deprived of self-govern- 
ment. AVh.it British Columbia needs is 
the formation of a Constitutional Party, 
, that will undertake to restore in its en- 
tirety the system, of responsible govern- 
ment, which we alone of all' the prov- 
inces of Canada ami all the self-govern-, 
ing colonies of the British Empire iioj 
not enjoy. There was a battle for re-.' 



sponsible government in Ontario, Que- 
bec, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. There will ap- 
parently have to be a battle for it here. 
In some of the provinces it brought the 
people to the verge of rebellion. It will 
not do so here, because when the people 
are aroused the restoration i^ prompt 
and thorough; but they mistake the tem- 
per of the new population coming into 
this province from Eastern Canada, who 
suppose that the usurpation of power 
and the establishment of personal gov- 
ernment will be tolerated for any length 
of time. 

PARLIAMENT. 

Only one measure of general import- 
ance has been yet introduced into par- 
liament, namely the Redistribution bill, 
which is said to follow very closely the 
lines of the similar bill rejected by the 
Senate last year. The Liberals are 
stronger in the Senate this session than 
lust, hut whether they are strong enough 
to get this bill through is another mut- 
ter. 

Sir. Mclnnes has a bill to amend the 
franchise law so as to prohibit Japanese 
and Chinese from voting although they 
may become naturalized. The govern 
meut may decline to permit this bill to 
pass on the ground that the control of 
the franchise has been vested in the pro- 
vincial legislatures. The matter must 
he dealt with in some way. It is not 
desirable that Chinese or Japnuese shall 
be allowed to vote in this country, siiuph 
because they have become naturalized 
Perhaps there is no valid reason why a 
person born in this country of Oriental 
parents should not enjoy the full privi- 
leges of a natural-born British subject. 
But such cases arc very I'ew in number 
and they are not likely to become numer- 
ous. But it would be absolutely intoler- 
able to permit a hit of Chinese coolh 
to vote simply because they have been 
in the country three years ami gone 
through the form, meaningless to them, 
of naturalization. Tin' Japanese living 
amongst us arc making a more or I 
successful effort to harmonize them- 
selves with our institutions, but whih 
we are willing to concede thnt thej 
stand on a somewhat different plane U 
the Chinese, we are not ready to admit 
that they should be permitted to volt 
under* any circumstances now within the 
/ange of probability. It will take more 
chan three years to get a Chinaman or u 
Japanese sufficiently in touch with out 
institutions and ideas to be lit for tin 
franchise. Three generations would be 
a more reasonable limit. 

The debute on the address was very 
tame this year, compared with last. In 
point of fact it collapsed. We do not 
expect this session to be prolific in excit- 
ing party debates, for there are not many 
subjects of controversy, which have not 
been fully threshed out already. The 
session of 1S99 was notorious for the 
length and acrimony of the debates and 
the exceedingly small amount of good 
resulting from them. There is room for 
a very great and very beneficial change 
in this respect. 

NO SURRENDER. 

The policy which permits the building 
up of cities on territory in possession of 
the United States to handle the trade 
of the Canadian Yukon is distinctly h 
tile to the province. Our neighbors are 
working on entirely different lines. A 
party is to be sent out by the Washing 
ton government at an early day for the 
purpose of exploring an all-Alaska route 
to the interior, so that the necessity of 
sending freight destined for Alaskan 
points on the Lower Yukon, acr 
Canadian territory may be avoided. It 
is affirmed that information showing 
such a route to he feasible is already in 
possession of the government, and that 
the grades are very much less than by 
any other route. Thus while we arc 
assisting the people of the United States 
to build up cities to control the trade of 
the Canadian northern gold fields, tin 
government of that country is takinj 
steps to prevent a Canadian road enjoy 
ing the advantage of transporting mer- 
chandise and passengers into the Alas 
kan gold lields. Surely it is about time 
for the government, the legislature and 
people of British Columbia to take sonic 
action in the premises and endeavor to 
retain some control of the carrying trade 
of their own country. If any proposi 
tion were made in the state of Washing 
ton to recognize the Canadian claim to 
the disputed territory or to divert the 
trade of Alaska to Canadian cities, pub- 
lic opinion would be at fever heat in a 
moment. No political party could In e 
a day in the face of the furious blast of 
public indignation to which such a policy 
would give rise. Have we become 
wholly apathetic hen''- Surely not. 
Surely if the government will not act 
upon the only patriotic line of policy to 
be pursued in this regard, there will go 
up from the people an expression of in- 
dignation that cannot be disregarded. 
Le( there be no legislative surrender of 
our just claims under the treaty of 182.""). 
Let there be no abandonment to aliens 
of the benefits to How from out- Northern 
(rude. Let not. the people of British 
Columbia ' forget that in times like the 
present we must hold fast what j> our 
own. 



A STRONG COMBINATION. 

Hitherto the only true transcontinental 
railway system has been the Canadian 
Pacific; that is, this is the only railway 
company running its own cars on its own 
rails from ocean to ocean. For several 
years the Vauderbill interests have con- 
trolled the Hudson River, the New York 
Central, the .Michigan Southern, the 
North western, the Union Pacific, the Ore- 
gon Short Line and the (). R. & X. rail- 
ways, which united formed a series ex- 
tending from New .York to Portland, 
Oregon; but the six companies remained 
distinct organizations. It is now an- 
nounced that James J. Hill, of the Great 
Northern, has secured control of the Wis- 



consin Central and the Baltimore & Ohio 
railways, which lines, in connection wila 
the Great Northern, will give a system 
extending from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
fic. Wo assume that these companies, 
though under one management, will con- 
tinue to he separate organizations, never- 
theless those who know Mr. Hill's im- 
perial methods of railway work, wiil not 
be surprised if he establishes upon this 
system a line of through transportation 
similar (o that of the Canadian Pacific. 

It is worth referring a little to the 
great combination, which Mr. Hill, a 
Canadian by birth though an American 
citizen by adoption, has been able to ef- 
fect. The milage statistics given below 
are not the" latest issued, but they are 
substantially correct:

The Great Northern railway, so-called, 
itself is owned by six companies, so that 
this total mileage is nominally operated 
by eight different companies. The com 
bined railways radiate through the rich 
est and most populous portions of the 
United States, and in view of Mr. Ilill 
declared intention to establish on the 
Pacific ocean a line of steamships to carry 
trade from the Orient in connection with 
his railway system, it is not very ensj I' 
forecast the immense importance of the 
combination, which he has been able li 
make. The Great Northern system, liki 
the Canadian Pacific, and unlike tin 
\aiulerbilt system, is under the control 
of a president who is a railway man 
from the ground up. Like Mr. Sbangh 
nessy, Mr. Hill knows how everything 
about a railway from locating the lin 
up to raising the money to build it ought 
to be done. Under such control tiie Great

ganization in the United States.

PETITION. 

A petition was presented by Mr. Tis- 
dall from mine owners and mining men 
of Vancouver city, praying that the 
eight-hour clause in the Inspection of 
Metalliferous Mines Act be cither amend- 
ed or repealed. 

NATURALIZATION OF ASIATICS. 

MR. HELGESEN moved, seconded by 
Major-General Kinchant, 

"That whereas, under tile provisions of 
the naturalization act, many Chinese 
and Japanese have become British sub- 
jects; and whereas it is highly detriment- 
al lu the best interests of the country 
that the franchise and other rights and 
privileges attached to British citizenship 
should lie conferred upon Mongolians or 
any native race of Asia; be it therefore 
resolved: That this house views willi 
uliirm the admission of Mongolians to 
tin- rights of citizenship, and that the Do- 
minion government be requested so to 
change the naturalization laws that it ; 
will be impossible for any Mongolian, or 
person belonging to any other of the na- 
tive races of Asia, to become a British 
subject." 

In elaborating his resolution, the senior 
member for Cassiar emphasized the dan- 
ger of tlie Chinese ami Japanese becom- 
ing dominant races in this country. A 
return had been presented to the house 
last session showing the number of Asiat- 
ics who had been naturalized. He had 
not this return at hand, but according 
to his recollection these Asiatic-boirt 
naturalized subjects were a couple of 
thousand stroug at least, while many 
more had since that date taken out their 
naturalization papers. At one time, in 
a few weeks, Chinese to the number of 
one hundred had been made British sub- 
jects in his own district — he did not know 
how many more before or since. He 
noted by the daily press that Mr, Mc- 
Innes, M.P., was bringing before the 
House of Commons a measure in the di- 
rection of restricting Asiatic immigration; 
anil he hoped the legislature would see 
lit to pass this resolution unanimously, 
anil thereby strengthen Mr. Mclnnes' 
hands at Ottawa. 

MAJOR-GENERAL KINCHANT in 
seconding tlie resolution, pointed out that 
while naturalized Chinese and Japanese 
were as yet prohibited from voting in this 
country, a Ceub'. had been raised as to 
the right of tlx- legislature to debar them 
from the usiti iSti 3f the franchise. As 
lor tlie extent oi the naturalization of 
Asiatics, he referred to an incident in 
Caribou, where a resident magistrate had 
signed ili.. papers of no fewer than fifty- 
eight Chinese in a single day, although 
oblige! to certify to the good character 
ami residence of each and all. 

MR. JOSIOl'lI MARTIN recognized the 
resolution as one of a class to which he 
had always taken objection, holding that 
the legislature of British Columbia shuuld 
co'iiine itself ttaj^iji matters as had by 
tiie Rritkh North America Act been dela- 
g .ted lu prov ! ncial legislatures. He co- 
iiici'leo. however witli the abstract prin- 
ciple involved in this particular resolu- 
tion; and thought that the mover was 
taking one method of striking at a branch 
of thi' Mongolian question which just 
now Ih.'fcU.ined to become a very serious 
one in and for British Columbia, where 
it was greatly to lie feared that the 
Chinese and Japanese would ere long de- 
mand that they be allowed fullest advant- 
age, of tlie rights of citizenship obtained 
by the naturalization process, even to the 
extent of becoming voters under the Do- 
minion law. This coming to pass, it 
would be but a very short time before the 
Mongolian vote would have attained 
such importance that the entire question 
would be gravely complicated— the voles 
of the Asiatics becoming so important a 
consideration that few politicans of either 
or any party would wisli to antagonize 
this element of tlie population. For such 
a tiling to come to pass would, of course, 
tie greatly to the disadvantage of the 
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in favoring the Asiuetics as against the 
interests of our own people, too much 
asked. Great Britain with the his- 
tory of tlie loss of other colonies would 



white people of the province, whose 
lluence in their own behalf would by the 
Asiatic vote lie largely neutralized.' He 
was willing to admit that there was a 
possibility of following too far the de- 
sire of all in Canada in maintaining the 
Imperial policy of friendliness with China 
and Japan. British Columbia had during 
the course of the present trying war, time 
ami again demonstrated its fidelity to the 
iOmpire. The province was therefore en- 
titled to assert itself witli distinctness 
upon this question of so vital bearing up- 
on itH destiny and the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the white inhabitants. It might 
be that for the sake of our own people 
and our own homes, it would become 
necessary to even antagonize the Im- 
perial policy and plan: but he thought 
that the patriotism of British Columbia 
had been sufficiently emphasized for the 
Imperial authorities to grasp the situa- 
tion without prejudice nnd give just and 
right consideration to the matter with 
due regard to the effect of Asiatic im- 
migration upon this province. The inter- 
ests of people of their own race and Hag 
would be found to weigh more in the mid 
witii the home authorities even than the 
friendship of a foreign power. He held 
that British Columbia should take so 
strong and determined a stand on the 
Oriental question as to thoroughly im- 
press the Dominion and tlie Imperial au- 
thorities with the importance borne by it 
upon the future of British Columbia. By 
persistent pressing of the provincial Ced- 
ing in this matter upon the Dominion, the 
sympathy of the whole of Canada would 
ultimately ) :■ secured, and the govern- 
ment of Canada— not matter what party 
might be in power— would then be prompt 
to lire-sent the fact to Great Britain thai 



not allow such a consideration to jcopar 
dize the retention of so important a col- 
ony as Canada, and there was no doubt 
as ti, what the ultimate conclusion would 
be. 

MR. DEAN E sympathized with much 
that the third member for Vancouver had 
said, but maintained that the Imperial 
government had no desire to encourage 
or permit unrestricted Oriental immigra- 
tion. The only objection entered by the 
home authorities had been to the method 
proposed. In Right Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain's letters to Lord Minto at the dis- 
allowance of certain acts, it had been 
clearly pointed out that restrictive meas- 
ures on the lines of the Natal act would 
be approved by the Imperial government. 
In this connection, on July .:(), 1808, 
Right Hon. Mr. Chamberlain had writ- 
ten to the Governor-General: 

"In the meantime I have to request 
that you will impress upon your minis- 
ters that restrictive legislation of the 
type of which the legislation in question 
appears to be. in extremely repugnant to 
the sentimeiils of the people and gov- 
ernment of Japan, and you should not 
fail to impress upon them the import- 
ance, if there is any real prospect of a 
large Influx of Japanese laborers into 
Canada, of dealing with it by legisla- 
tion of the Dominion parliament on the 
lines of the accompanying Natal act, 
which is likely to be generally adopted 
in Australia." 

Tlie member for Kamloops urged that 
in the Oriental exclusion question, British 
Columbia should proceed upon the lines 
suggested by the Colonial Secretary. 

MR. HELGESEN would support the 
resolution, while bidding that it did not 
go quite far enough. He agreed that on 
this question the province must assert it- 
self emphatically, but held that the re- 
solution should have added to it au inti- 
mation that the province hoped to see 
Dominion legislation brought about for 
the restriction of Oriental immigration, 
such as had been intimated would meet 
with the approval of the Imperial gov- 
ernment. As for Mr. Mclnnes' bill now 
before the parliament at Ottawa, it was 
no doubt well conceived and most desir- 
| able legislation, but it should not be lost 
j sight of thai it was legislation proposed 
; by a private member, and its fate could 
j not be predicted. He would have pre- 
i ferred to have semi government legisla- 
tion in the same direction. In closing he 
offered as an amendment to the resolu- 
tion an expression l>; the effect that re- 
strictive legislation should he adopted by 
, the Dominion on the lines suggested in 
[Right Hon. Mr. Chamberlain's communi- 
cation. 

, This amendment was seconded by ('apt. 
John Irving. 

HON. MR. SEMI, IN endorsed the 
resolution offered by the senior member 
for Cariboo, realizing the danger that 
might result through Chinese and Jap- 
anese becoming voters, although he did 
not anticipate that this was likely to no 
cur. He hoped and anticipated that the 
guud work of converting the Eastern 
provinces to the truth in regard to the 
Chinese question would be accomplished 
withoui bitterness or waving of the 
bloody shirt. As for the amendment that 
had been offered by the senior member 
for Victoria be suggested that it be 
withdrawn, as the government had al- 
ready taken virtually the. same action as 
it proposed, their despatch to the Do- 
minion government either being now in 
the hands of that government or certain 
lo reach that body in the course of a 
day or so— together with a suggestion in 
respect: to the per capita tax. It would 
lie well therefore that the amendment 
should be withdrawn until it was seen 
what the Dominion government proposed 
to do upon the government's recommenda- 
tion. 

MR. HIGGINS agreed in the view of 
the matter taken by the Premier, whilo 
pointing out that if the naturalization of 
Chinese and Japanese was to continue it 
would not be long before these citizens 
of Oriental birth would insist upon en- 
joyment of the right of the franchise. 
The Premier would remember when such 
a thing had occurred in the earlier his- 
tory of British Columbia, and when in- 
deed the Chinese at one time had con- 
trolled an election for the house, return- 
ing a member for Lillooet by their votes. 
On thai occasion the white residents, feel- 
ing themselves the victims of an out- 
rage, had appealed to the courts, but had 
been defeated in their appeal, the judge 
holding that it was impossible to go be- 
hind Hit revised voters' roll. He anti- 
cipated that unless prompt steps were 
tnken in preventive measures the time 
would come when the Orientals would 
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again claim the ballot; and he hoped to 
sec both the resolution and the amend- 
ment incorporated with it, unanimously 
adopted. 

MR. POOLBY thought the principle in- 
volved in the resolution and amendment 
was right, and the resolution in the pro- 
per direction—carrying out the policy of 
the house as indicated during years past. 
At the same time he contended that the 
resolution as drawn was calculated to 
cast a doubt upon the validity of the 
acts of our own house with respect to 
the refusing of the franchise to certain 
classes of the population. ■ The act of 
British Columbia had specifically stated 
that it was "detrimental to the interests 
of tin- country thai, the franchise should 
should be extended to the Chinese, Jap- 
anese ami Indians," and these had been 
excluded from the voters' privileges. 
British Columbia had always asserted 
and exercised the right of regulating the 
franchise, and the resolution now brought 
forward in its second paragraph threw a 
doubt upon -the legitimacy of excluding 
the naturalized Chinese and Japanese 
from voting. In this respect the resolu- 
tion should be amended, which could 
easily be done by striking out the second 
section of the preamble. The amendment 
proposed by Mr. Helmcken might then 
be very well added, and a good resolu- 
tion constructed, which he would be hap- 
py tu support . 

HON. MR. HENDERSON did not re- 
gard the paragraph as open to the objec- 
tion taken by tin; senior member for 
Esquimau. 

MR. McPHILLIPS for consistency ob 
jected to the resolution and the amend 
incut lis dealing with matters beyond the 
jurisdiction of the provincial house, and 
trespassing upon the duty and the prero- 
gatives of the house at Ottawa. As for 
the provincial franchise, this was .some- 
thing with which the legislature had an 
indisputable right to deal— the people of 
British Columbia had a perfect right to 
say who should have the ballot in pro- 
vincial matters. This resolution, how- 
ever, travelled far outside of the limit of 
provincial jurisdiction, ami hit at the 
franchise that might be arranged for the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, with 
which British Columbia had properly 
nothing to do. It was the business of 
the representatives of the people in Ot- 
tawa to frame this measure, and these 
representatives would be responsible for 
their actions to the people themselves. It 
was not to be inferred that tlie local leg- 
islature could instruct them in their du- 
ties or responsibilities. The greater part 
of this Chinese tall; was mere clap-trap, 
designated lo catch the unreflecting vot- 
er—to do what the legislators who would 
not recognize the limitations of their re- 
sponsibility were prepared to go far out- 
side of their proper and legitimate sphere. 
If the House of Commons said the 
Chinese were entitled to the franchise in 
Dominion affairs, what right had the 
parliament of British Columbia to inter- 
fere -the members of the House of Com- 
mons were responsible to the people di- 
rectly, and the people would know how- 
to deal with them if their action was dis- 
approved on this or any other matter. He 
referred to the prime importance of main- 
taining the union of Great Britain and

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Japan, as against Russian aggression, 
and urged the withdrawal of both resolu- 
tion aud amendment ius especially ill- 
timed. 

MR. RALPH SMITH held that if the 
resolution was in tho line of dictating to 
ihc. Dominion government it would be 
different, but the fact was British Colum- 
bia trould be only bringing to the notice 
of the people of hiastern Canada the na- 
ture and extent of our grievances. More- 
over, 'by passing this, the people of thU 
province would be strengthening the 
hands of the members in the Dominion 
house. lie understood a bill was pre- 
sented last year to the Dominion based 
on this principle and it was refused. 
This shewed that the grievance under 
consideration was not understood. It 
was a surprise to Easterners to learn 
that Chinese could gain a livelihood here 
when the people seemed no united against 
them, but this was explained by there 
being several Targe employers of labor 
who continued to show partiality for this 
class of labor. 

MR. NKIL.L .-aid that Mr.I'hillps had 
stated that he objected to this resolution 
because the province had quite enough to 
do in attending to its own business, and 
that it was wrong to interfere in these 
outside matterts. That was an argument 
that might be applied both ways. If it 
were wrong that the British/ Columbiu 
legislators should take the interests of 
their constituents at heart in a matter 
over which the Dominion government had 
jurisdiction, he presumed that it was 
also wrong to take into consideration the 
needs of the Imperial government in 
South Africa. Again, in alluding to the 
franchise, Mr. McPhillips had stated that 
there was a provision on the statutes 
preventing these Orientals from voting. 
That was quite true, but there had also 
been a provision on tho statute prevent- 
ing Oriental laborers from working un- 
der ground in coal mine*. The privy 
council had deseided that the province 
could not specifically mention these Ori- 
ental .by name aud exclude them. It 
might also be decided that the franchise 
law was ultra vires. He therefore sup- 
ported the resolution. 

MR. BOOTH was in hearty sympathy 
with the intention of the resolution. If 
he had differed with some of those who 
had attempted to cope with this evil it 
had been more because of the manner of 
the attempt than for the attempt itself. 
He had always claimed hat the only fair 
way of dealing with races that were not 
desirable in this country was to stop 
their entrance Into the province alto- 
gether. This resolution did not show any 
reasonable probability in that direction. 
As Mr. McPhillips had said, the Imperial 
government practically stood to-day 
friendless Have for Japan. The Canadian 
government knew that. They knew also 
that the Japanese were a sensitive and 
combative race. They objected to cer- 
tain British Columbia legislation, not be- 
cause it prevented Japanese from work- 
ing on certain franchises, but on account 
of the discrimination against their race. 
If the Dominion government adopted the 
suggestion of the resolution and passed 
an act refusing to naturalize Japanese 
no matter how intelligent they might he, 
they would look upon it as an unfriendly 
act against a friendly nation. 
Mr. McPhillips— Hear, hear. 
This, Mr. Booth thought, was the mis- 
take in the resolution. If Mr. Helgesen 
would change it so as to recommend that 
some act should be passed restricting 
Oriental immigration on the lines of the 
Natal Act (as Mr. Helmcken had sug- 
gested) the Japanese could not reason- 
ably object. Moreover, there were other 
nations in Europe which were equally 
objectionable with the Chinese, and it 
would have the same effect against those. 
In regard to Premier Semlin's announce- 
ment as to the course that had been taken 
by the government, he noticed thai the 
government had taken a whole year in 

which to make up il« mind 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton— No, no. 
Hon. Mr. Henderson— That is not so— 
this is in answer to a later eommuuiea- 
t ion. 

Mr. Booth urged Mr. Helgesen to with- 
draw his resolution, and bring it in in 
better shape, as there was no possibility 
of the Dominion government acting on 
the lines indicated, if it were changed 
tho united support of the British people 
or Canada would doubtless be secured. 

MR. JOSEPH MARTIN was in sym- 
pathy with the views expressed by -Mr. 
McPhillips so far as Hie house objected 
to advise the Dominion parliament as to 
what it should do. He declared, how- 
ever, that it was the duty of the house to 
do with regard to this question what it 
had undobuted nower to perforin under 
the British North America Act. He dif- 
fered entirely from the government as to 
the stand it had taken on this question. 
Ho claimed that it. had abandoned com- 
pletely the stand it had taken when he 
was a member of it. He understood 
from the remarks of the Premier that 
the government now proposed to accept 
the suggestion of Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, and be satisfied with the enactment 
by the Dominion House of Commons of 
the Natal act. That subject had come 
before the government when he was a 
member of it, and the decision then had 
been just the contrary. The government 
had decided that it would not be witis- 
tied with the enactment by the Dominion 
house of the Natal act, although it was 
anxious that the Dominion government 
should pass an act of that kind. The 
government had then proposed to stand 
by the undoubted rights of this province. 
What should we do? The needed action 
was clear and definite. Mr. Ralph Smith 
had properly pointed out that the people 
tn Eastern Canada di I not appreciate the 
importance of this subject to British Col- 
umbians. Was that appreciation to be 
given to them by the passing of a resolu- 
tion of this kind, which was useless, or 
were we to imprest) it upon them by 
standing up for our rights and re-er 
ing the statutes disallowed by the Do- 
minion. It was quite within the privilege 
of the province, he contended, to re-enact 
that legislation. If it did not then the 
people of Eastern Canada would assume 
that the stand taken by the Dominion 
government was correct/ It was use- 
less to talk to the people of Eastern Can- 
ada and tell them that this was a burning 
question out here if no attempt was made 
to re-ennet those acts. As he under- 
stood it, however, the acts of last session 
which Hon. Mr. Mills had said jyould 
shortly he disallowed, but the govern- 
ment was prepared to accept the sugges- 
tion of Hon. Mr. Mills and the Dominion 
authorities, to put in force in Canada the 
Natal act. That question had come be- 
fore the government clearly anil definitely 
in February, 1899, when he was a mem- 
ber of it, and the government had decid- 
ed to do just the contrary to what was 
now proposed. 

The hon. member then proceeded to 
quote from the correspondence with the 
Dominion government in regard to the 
Natal act. in which the provincial gov- 1 



to have on the stutute books, was not, 
this government had said In iu> letter to 
the Dominion, one that would carry out 
the purposes that the province had in 
view. The government had plainly indi- 
cated at that time that it was not pre- 
pared to accept the Imperial government's 
suggestion, yet now it proposed to stand 
silent and do nothing. 
Mr. Deane: "No." 

Mr. Martin: "Yes; the Premier prac- 
tically says so." He noted that there 
had been no reference in the Queen's 
speech on this question. Mr. Helmcken 
had introduced a bill to re-enact the 
disallowed legislation, but it was of no 
use for a private member to do this. The 
government should take the responsibil- 
ity. Nothing had fallen from the mem- 
bert, of the government to indicate that 
they intended to do anything except sit 
quietly by and allow the Dominion gov- 
ernment its triumph. Therefore, he 
suid, there had been a distiuct change of 
policy. 

HON. MR. COTTON said that the 
house had just listened to one of the 
characteristic speeches of the hon. gentle- 
man, largely composed of clap-trap and 
absurdity. This was the usual quality of 
the lion, gentleman's speeches since he 
had ceased to be a member of the gov- 
ernment. ( Laughter.) The hon. gentle- 
man sought to give the house the impres- 
sion that since he went out of the gov- 
ernment it had lost its nerve and cour- 
age. He thought that Mr. Martin had 
found that there was plenty of nerve and 
courage, not only in the government but 
in its supporters when they asked him to 
resign and pass away from the govern- 
ment. He directly challeged the state- 
ment of the hon. gentleman thai the gov- 
ernment had departed from the position 
it had taken up when Mr. Martin was a 
member of the government, lie thought 
that the hon. Premier, the Minister of 
Miner-, and the President of the Council 
had just as much right to say what took 
place last year as the hou. gentleman 
himself. The minute which Mr. Martin 
had read was drafted, as the house would 
see, by himself (Mr. Carter-Cotton) and 
he thought that in drafting it he knew 
what the words quoted meant and what 
had been intended by them. 

"1 distinctly say in this house," said 
Mr. Cotton, "that this government has 
not departed from the view that it took 
a year ago on the question. If there 
hail been any departure from that view, 
it has been by the bun. gentleman him- 
self. It must be very evident lo every 
member of the house who has heard him 
speak this afternoon, just as to those 
who hear him speak at Nnnnimu a few 
weeks ago, that this is all done for ef- 
fect. The hon. gentleman does not mean 
what he says. The government has been 
met by a certain condition of things in 
regard to this question, and it has tc 
deal with it in a manner which will con- 
serve to some extent the interests of tin 
Dominion and of the Imperial govern- 
ment, while also protecting what the gov- 
ernment considers to be the vital interests 
of the people of British Columbia." 

It was very easy for any gentleman to 
get up, Hon. Mr. Cotton proceeded, and 
make spread-eagle speeches and to say 
we will do this and we will do that, when 
he knew that lie had neither the power 
nor I lie responsibility which followed that 
power. But the government had the 
power resting upon it; in its hands were 
the interests of the people of British Col- 
umbia, and he thought that in the ten 
years that he had been in the house, and 
during the fourteen years he had advo- 
cated the rstriction of Chinese immigra- 
tion he had shown his sincerity and had 
dime a great deal more for that question 
than .Mr. Martin had. What djd Mr. 
Martin say? He would have the house 
believe that t lit- Premier had got up and 
deliberately stated that the government 
had abandoned the position that it had 
'taken a year before. He (Mr. Cotton) 
distinctly denied that the Premier had 
said anything of the kind. Hon. Mr. 
Seinlin had said that the government was 
in communication with Ottawa on this 
matter, and that amongst other things he 
had intimated to the Dominion to adopl 
a suggestion similar to that advocated by 
the senior member for Victoria. How 
could Mr. Martin say that the govern- 
ment had abandoned the question and we 
submit to any terms the Dominion gov- 
ernment pleased to impose? He need not 
take up the time of the house in going 
into the fallacies and absurdities of the 
hon. member. Mr. .Martin had said that 
what the Minister of Justice stated was 
not ii change that should be paid any re- 
gard to. He would like to know how 
tin- hon. gentleman arrogated to himself 
such authority as this. He had not at- 
tempted to give any authority to show 
thai such was correct. Instead he had 
flown off on the Manitoba railway ques- 
tion. (Mr. .Martin having in the coursn 
of his address cited the persistent provin- 
cial pressing of this matter by united 
Manitoba as an illustration of how the 
people of the Dominion might by educat- 
ed lip to the facts of ii provincial issue, 
with ultimate success in that issue) which 
had nothing in common with this ques- 
tion. There were detuils_connoeted with 
this matter which were entirely different 
from the position or any of the details 
of the Manitoba railway question, as the 
hon. junior member I'm- Victoria would

Mr. Martin— "That is the most con- 
temptible statement ever made in this 
house." 

Mr. Speaker— "Order; order. The hon.

Hon. Mr. Cotton made a remark which 
wus unbearable in the gallery.

Hon. Mr. Cotton in his retort was un- 
heard in the uproar that ensued. 

Mr. Speaker— "If the hon. gentleman 
interrupts again I will have to name 
him." 

I ion. Mr. Cotton— "I did not use any 
personalities, Mr. Speaker. The hon. 
gentleman asked " 

Mr. Martin interrupted — "I never hesi- 
tated to go back to Manitoba at any time; 
did the hon. gentleman hesitate to 
back to Colorado." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton — "I think, sir, we can 
see where the cowardly action comes in.' 

Mr. Martin— "I have no creditors wait- 
ing for me in Manitoba; I defrauded no 
body then'." (Uproar.) 

Mr. Speaker— "If the hon. gentleman 
does not keep order I will have to name 
him. He has interrupted now four or 
live times." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton was then allowed to 
proceed. He remarked: "As I was 
going to say, Mr. Speaker, while 1 agree 
with the resolution of the hon. senior

The rest of Mr. Martin's interjection 
was lost by the noise in the chamber. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton claimed that Mr. 
Martin's language was unparliamentary. 
This was not a proper statement to make 
on the floor of the house. 

Mr. Martin— You should not make 
statements of that kind here. 

The uproar at this increased, and Mr. 
Cotton's rejoinder was lost in conse- 
quence, ami Mr. Martin' again said: 

"I should like to know what that state- 
ment was— he said something in a low 
tone of voice; 1 didn't hear it." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton: "I said nothing in 
a low tone." 

Mr. Martin : "The hon. gentleman is 
afraid to repeat it." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton: "Afraid to repeat it! 
I am afraid to repeat, nothing! I hope I've 
not come to that yet." 

Mr. Martin— "It. looks very much like 
it." 

Mr. Speaker— "Order; order!" 
Mr. Martin — "I ask as a right, Mr. 
Speaker." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— "If the hon. gentle- 
man will sit down and not keep inter- 
rupting me 1 am not afraid lo tell him 
what I said, What I said was this— that 
in regard to the hon. gentleman's action 
■• these matters in Manitoba I think 
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rtain details, certain condi- 
British North America Act 
itself which might even require chang- 
ing, aud surely we have a right to dis- 
cuss these matters and to indicate in 
what manlier we think those provisions 
or conditions bear hardly on this pro- 
vince.

He dosed with a request that the mover 
of the resolution should amend it so as 
to exclude the inhabitants of British In- 
dia from the effects of the motion.

Finance Minister had made a personal at- 
tack upon him (Mr. Martin) In the bouse. 
The other occasion was one when he could 
not reply; tills time probably* the Finance 
Minister had thought that he (Mr. Martini 
wus in the same position, hut he was In n 
position to reply to tlie statements made. 
What were these statements? Tlie Finance 
Minister had attempted to meet his (Mr. 
Martin's! argument!! with 'he statement 
that he having left Manitoba, It showed 
what the people of that province thought 
of him. Now what did It mean? It meant 
tirht if any individual left one part of Can- 
ada and went to another, that necessarily 
there was a gross reflection cast upon In so 
doing, it either must mean that or mean 
nothing. The hon. gentleman had made 
that remark in a tone so low Unit while he 
(Mr. Martin) thought that he wns making 
some remark, he could not exactlv catch 
tts meaning. Ho forced the Finance Minis- 
ter through very shame to make his state- 
ment clour and distinct, Now, was that 
a fair statement to make In the house? 

Mr. Macpherson rose to a point of or- 
der. He did not wish to shut off Mr. Mar- 
tin, but he would like to know how often 
by the rules he wns to be permitted to go 
over a personal matter that would he better 
settled elsewhere. 

Mr. Martin said that ho quite agreed 
with this statement, Hint personal mutters 
between individuals In the house had no 
place there. Hut it would lie very strange 
If a member of the government should be 
allowed by the rules to indulge in lan- 
guage of that kind, and that the private 
iiieniber Should not' have n chance to reply. 
Either tlie Flnnnce Minister's statement 
was a proper one to make or It was not.

man from polities In Manitoba showed the 
view that the people of Manitoba took; he 
might not be correct, but he thought this a 
proper statement. 

Mr. Martin sniil that the lion, gentleman 
knew perfectly well thai ibis was not 
what he bad said, but that the statement 
was that his retirement, not from the poll- 
lies of Manitoba, but from Manitoba, 
showed what the people of Manitoba 
thought of him. He retired from local poli- 
ties in Manitoba voluntarily, long after this 
railway business had been disposed of. The 
Finance Minister might as well have said 
that because he had been defeated in the 
federal election of 'U(i, he had beeu In coli- 
templ of the people of Manitoba on t he- 
school question. He did not blame the 
Finance Minister for trying to wriggle out 
of tills, but he did not propose to lev him 
do so. He did not Intend to let Hon. Mr. 
Cotton get away from the disgraceful at- 
tack he had made In this matter, because 
there was no truth In It. He had had no 
reason to leave politics In Manitoba. It 
was true that a disgraceful attack had been 
made upon him by the Winnipeg Free 
Proas, that (practically) he received a 
bribe from the N. 1'. K. But what had he 
(lone. He bad lost no time in entering ac- 
tion after action against that newspaper la 
order that the facts might be determined 
in a trial by a jury, and that the people 
might know whether that paper had any 
facts back of the charges It hail made 
against them for political purpo?-s. He had 
hail a long, wearisome course of litigation 
In connection with this matter. It was 
well known how difficult It was for a poli- 
tician to obtain justice from juries, but he 
had kept at It at great cost to himself un- 
til finally, long before he had left the prov- 
ince, the Free Press had apologized to him 
humbly and completely. These were the 
circumstances under which he had left 
Manitoba, and he did not think that three 
months had elapsed at any time since he 
left in 18P7, that he had not been bac k In 
the province. He still had very large pro- 
perty interests there; he had never 
been caplased there; be bad never 
beeu in gaol; he had never had 
credlors hunting after him when he 
got into this province. Could the Fin- 
ance Minister say as much with regard to 
the place from whence he came? He was 
in this province here. Had lie ever dared to 
go back to the state of Colorado, where he 
was charged with having committed gross 
crimes and misdemeanors? 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— "When the hou. gentle- 
man makes that statement he is stating 
what Is deliberately untrue." 

Mr. Martin— "I am the first man In this I 
province who has been nble to get a de- 
nial from that lion, gentleman of those 
charges that has been made against him 
in the state of Colorado." 

Mr. Speaker— "Now the hon. gentleman 
will confine himself to the question of prlv- 
lloee." 

Mr. Martin— "Am I to be attacked without 
being permitted to show what manner of 
man It Is attacking me?" 

.Mr. Speaker said that he had already 
given the hon. gentleman more latitude than 
he was entitled to. 

Mr. Martin laughed sardonically. 

Mr. Speaker re-Iterated that be must 
confine himself to the matter of the words 
complained of. 

.Mr. Martin— "I propose to ask for a com- 
mittee of this house 

Mr. Speaker Bald that this would have to 
be nut In writing. 

"All right; I'll do It," said Mr. Martin. 

Mr. Speaker then Insisted that the regula-

Mr. Speaker held that be had given ample 
opportunity. The matter bad now gone 
far enough, and before anything further 
could be said there should be a motion deal- 
ing with the words complained of. 

Mr. Martin— "Then I will make that mo- 
tion. I will do anything, Mr. Speaker, in 
order to get a chance at that hon. gentle- 
man. I am ready lor him. (Laughter in the 
house and In the galleries.) He then sent 
up a nmt Ion In writing, aad Mr. Speaker 
rend it. as follows: 

"It is moved by the hon. Srd member for 
Vancouver, that the Minister of Finance 
said that the fact of my having left .Mani- 
toba showed the opinion of the people of 
that province of me, and that tills Is a 
matter for discussion anil consideration by 
this house." 

lion. Mr. Semltn— "You will limit the 
discussion to that, Mr. Speaker?" 

Mr. Speaker— "Yes." 

Mr. Martin said that the only way of 
discussing a personal charge of this kind 
was to deal In the same kind of personal 
matters. 

Mr. Speaker— "The hon. gentleman will 
confine himself to the words. He must not 
go beyond them." 

Mr. Martin said that he would not thus 
be shut oil' In this ninuner. He was going 
to bring this matter before the bouse, and 
there was no power In the house to shut 
him 01T. He had to bow to the Speaker's 
rulings; he knew there was no use in ap- 
pealing from it to the bouse, but when be 
was attacked In the bouse there was a 
means of meeting the attack, and he pro- 
posed to do It. The hon. gentleman should 
not escape. The Speaker said that he was 
not in a position to go Into this charge. 
(Cries of "No.") He would therefore give 
notice of his intention to move for a com- 
mittee to investigate the gross charges of 
criminal misconduct against the Finance 
Minister, which he (Mr. Martin) was pre- 
pared to make in the house and to have 
investigated. 

Mr. Speaker— -'That is till right. You 
withdraw this resolution I'm- the present?" 

Mr. Martin— "Well, It's no use going on 
with It." 

The Incident then closed for the time be- 
ing, and Mr. Clifford withdrawing his reso- 
lution, the debate was continued by Mr. 
iMcPhllllps, who moved as a new amend- 
ment that 

"It Is unwise and Inopportune, consider- 
ing Imperial Interests at this time, to re- 
commend any resolution that will he con- 
sidered an unfriendly act to a friendly 
power— that Is to say, Japan," 

The junior member for Victoria argued 
with vigor that it would be most nn-Brltlsh 
for British Columbia to take any action 
calculated to embarrass the Empire at the 
present time, and pointed out that If this 
resolution were adopted It would bo forth- 
with wired to Japan and most probably 
Interpreted to the disadvantage of Imperial 
relations with that country— virtually the 
only first-class power at the present time 
to be regarded as friendly. He wns quite 
prepared to admit that the Premier was 
right In declining to discuss the represen- 
tations thnt had been made from Ottawa, 
and which were as yet to ho regarded as 
state secrets. 

Mr. Booth admitted the force of this con- 
tention, while admitting that Mr. Martin 



hod been most successful in Interesting the 
people of Canada In the Munlteba railway 
contention. The conditions were entirely 
dissimilar, and he felt bound to support the 
amendment in view of the Imperial Inter- 
ests concerned. 

The amendment was negatived, and Mr.

IT WAS MB. McINNES. 
Mr. lllgglns Inquired when he might ex- 
pect to see the papers that had been asked 
for In reference to the exclusion of aliens 
from the Atlin district— the report of the 
Lieutenant-Governor he referred to more 
particularly. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin replied that ull the pa- 
pers that he knew of had already been 
laid before the house. There was no re- 
port from the Lieutenant-Governor, but the 
house had been given the suggestions that 
Mr. Mclnnes had made In his private capa- 
city upon his return from the Atlin dis- 
trict. 

TROOPS FOIt AFRICA. 
Mr. Helmekon Inquired when the house 
might expect to hear something definite in 
regard to British Columbia's oiler of troops 
for the Transvaal. He knew the people all 
over the country were extremely anxious 
to know what would be done, and had only 
just received information from Cowlchan 
that two men fully equipped were avail- 
able from that district. 

Mr. Ellison bad risen to make a similar 
Inquiry. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin replied that be had been 
mi the point of rising to give to the house 
a telegram he had received the previous 
evening from Ottawa, and which appears 
in another place In this Issue. 

Mr. Ellison Inquired whether or not. In 
view of this message, It was the intention 
of the government to assume the cost of 
sending the men on to Smith Africa. A 
number of men had come to Vernon to en- 
list from distance.-, of even hundreds of 
miles, and It was not fair that they should 
lie kept waiting Indefinitely for the chance 
to know If they would be taken. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin replied that the matter 
was still under consideration. 

Mr. Robertson wanted to know when the 
house would know the conditions and terms 
arranged by the government. 

• 'ol. Baker was also anxious to know what 
arrangements the government had made as 
to organization and preparation gonorlly. 

Hon. Mr. Kcmllu answered that these 
questions too were still under considera- 
tion.

Mr. Helmcken asked if the Premier would 
obpect to laying before the house the cor- 
respondence on this question culminating in 
the telegram that had just been read to 
the house..

Mr. Eberts pointed to the Inquiries In this 
connection that had been made of him, 
and commented briefly upon the unsatis- 
factory character of Sir Wilfrid's telegram. 
He thought that Premier Semlin should 
lost no time In ascertaining Sir Wilfrid's 
views definitely— as to what would be done 
upon the generous offer from British Colum- 
bia. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson did not think that 
two Interpretations could be put upon the 
telegram— that the troops would be accept- 
ed If British Columbia would pay their ex- 
penses all the way to Africa. This was 
something that bad never been proposed In 

the provincial offer 

Mr. Pooley— "Whether It was or not, let 
us do It now." 

Mr. Turner endorsed this proposal. There 
should he no hagllng over dollars at this 
time. 

Mr. Eberts pointed out that as soon as 
something definite was determined, there 
would be plenty of help in the equipment 
of the force— the country would not be ask- 
ed to do everything. He knew of two gen- 
tlemen In Victoria who were ready each 
to equip a trooper, and many others In 
British Columbia would come forward with 
similar generous offers to relieve the prov- 
ince, and see that* the contingent was sent 
to the front lacking nothing. 

Mr. Turner assured the government that 
If It was decided to send the boys forward 
at the cost of the province, the opposition 
could be counted upon to support the 
measure. (Applause.) 

Mr. Prentice endorsed this suggestion 
from the other side of the house. Hp did, 
not believe that the province would be call- 
ed upon to buy a single horse. He was 
perfectly willing to give tea horses himself. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. J. M. Martin argued that the tide- 
gram from Ottawa Insisted that British Col- 
umbia should pay all expenses until the do 
livery of the men In South Africa, and that 
this would very probably involve the cost 
of double the original calculation. It might 
be .frsxi a man. Was be to understand that 
the opposition would support such an expen- 
diture as this? 
There was a shout of "yes" from the op- 
isltion benches. 

Mr. Martin added thai 11 would then he for 
f?Te government to consider if It was advls- 

ble to do this, and he too hoped the con- 

luslon would bo speedily arrived at. 

Major-General .Kinehant also emphasized 
the necessity of action. 

Mr. Helmcken said that he, like Mr. Pren- 
tice, was ready to do his share; he would 
equip one man. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Semlin said that no time would 
be lost in dealing with the matter, and the 
house then rose. 
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THREE BILLS INVOLVED. 

Report of Proceedings in Committee on 
Thursday Suffer by n 
Transposition. 

Several paragraphs of the parliament- 
ary report, constituting a section of four 
inches, got astray in moving into column 
yesterday, with the result thnt part of 
the proceedings on the Companies Bill 
and the Supreme Court Bill were sand- 
wiched into the discussion on liquor 
licenses.

Upon the Companies' Act amendment

Vancouver, vigorously urging the neces^ 
sity for such residence. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson, Mr. I'ooley, Hon. 
Mr. Semlin and Mr. MePhillips opposed 
this amendment, the three first named

The amendment of Mr. Kellie was lost, 
and the motion of Mr. Martin carried by 
17 to lti, Mr. Macphersou voting against 
a judge residing in the city which he 
represents. 

An assurance wilts given Mr. Clifford 
that whenever necessary. Supreme court 
sittings would be arranged to lie held at 
Atlin, and Mr. Eberts urged the impera- 
tive necessity of making duo arrange- 
ments lor litigation in the Boundary 
Creek district. 

-The committee ultimately rose with a 
progress' report. 

LIQUOIi LICENSE LAW. 

Committee was next resumed on the 
Liquor License Amendment bill, when Hon. 
Mr. Cotton proposed the following graduat- 
ed scale of license fees, la tin- direction of 
reducing the charges for rural houses: 

"Section 4J1 of said act Is hereby repealed 
and the following section substituted there- 
for: "43. Every person to whom a license 
to sell Intoxicating liquor shall hereafter be 
granted shall, before receiving such license, 
be required to pay to the government of 
British Columbia as a fee the following: 

'For a wholesale license. $200 for one 
year. 

'For a hotel license, In a locality of up- 
wards of 150 Inhabitants, not counting 
Chinese, Japanese and Indians, ?2(W for a 
yea r. 

•For a hotel license In a locality of) up- 
wards of 50 and not exceeding 150, not 
counting Chinese, Japanese and Indians, 
$150 per year. - ■ 

'For a hotel license in a locality of 50 in- 
habitants, .$80 for one year." 

This, said the Finance Minister, makes a 
considerable reduction In the fees to ho 
paid by licensees In rural districts and vil- 
lages. The amendment would probably en- 
tall a loss of $12,000 from what the' gov- 
ernment was now receiving. 

Mr. Hlggins directed attention to the fact 
that he had proposed an amendment to 
strike out section -l.'l of the act and insert 
the following In lieu thereof: 

"43. Every person to whom a license to 
soil intoxicating liquor hereafter be grant- 
ed shall, before receiving such license, be 
required to pay to the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia ns a fee for such license, the 
following duties, thai is to say: 

"For a 'wholesale license,' two hundred 
dollars for one year. 

"For a 'hotel license' In a locality of not 
loss than fifty adult Inhabitants (not count- 
ing Chinese, Japanese or Indians), one hun- 
dred dollars for one year. 

"For a 'hotel licence' In a locality of less 
than fifty adult Inhabitants, sixty dollars 
for one year." 

Inasmuch us he had given due notice of 
this amendment, aad the Finance Minister 
had not, the junior member for Esqulmalt 
held that his proposal should he first con- 
sidered- If indeed the proposal of the Fin- 
ance Minister was entitled to considera- 
tion, the required notice not having been 
given. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton pointed out that he had 
informed the committee at Its last sitting 
that he would endeavor to meet the wishes 
of hon. members who had urged license 
fee reductions, this being the step thou 
indicated. He was willing to concede that 
the amendment of t lie member for Esqui- 
mau should be first considered, although 
the government could not accept the propo- 
sals of that gentleman In view of the seri- 
ous loss of revenue entailed. 

Mr. Eberts also pointed to tin- fact that 
he had proposed an amendment to reduce 
the fee for rural districts to the old amount 
of $00, which he argued to be a quite suffi- 
cient amount. These wayside houses made 
no money, and while the half-loaf offered 
by the Finance Minister would be apprecia- 
ted, It would bo bettor to do complete jus- 
tice and restore the old fees. The govern- 
ment was feeling ptiblie opinion and Its 
every move was emulative of Davy Crock 
ett's coon— "Don't shoot; I'll come down." 
(Laughter.) 

This suggestion was supported by Mr. A. 
W. Smith, while Mr. Prentice held that the 
Minister of Finance had gone as far as he 
could, and had made a very fair propo- 
sition which should heartily commend It- 
self to the house. It could not be expect- 
ed that the Increase should he taken off all 
at once. 

"It was put on all at once last session," 
observed Mr. Pooley, who also urged that 
the reduction be sufficient to restore the 
fee to the old figure. 

Mr. Mncphersou did not see why the sen- 
ior member for Esqulmalt should be so 
solicitous In this matter. As he under- 
stood It, liquor wns to be found In Esqul- 
malt district under rose bushes and be- 
hind old logs. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fooley assured the member for Van- 
couver thnt he had never fount", refresh- 
ment so conveniently distributed. 

Mr. Hlggins remarked that the liquor was 
only supposed to grow on rose hushes once 
every four years. (Uenewed laughter.) 

Mr. Nelll thought: that Mr. Hlggins was 
wrong in his arithmetic, and thnt he was 
wrong In saying that he only proposed to 
restore old conditions. Mr. Hlggins had 
stated that his amendment was to be con- 
sidered as a step In the right direction. 

Mr. Hlggins denied ever having used so 
stereotyped nn expression. He objected to 
the member for Albernl putting words in 
his mouth 



similar fate awaited the resolution of Mr. 
Hlggins. the amendment of the Finance 
Minister being adapted. 

Mr. A. W. Smith moved to repeal section 
s, itml substituted the following: 

"8. All government agents and stipendi- 
ary magistrates shall be license inspectors 
under this act, aid the lieutenant-governor 
in council shall appoint a government agent, 
or some other person. In each district to 
act as chief license Inspector for such dis- 
trict." 

The member for West Llllooet supported 
his resolution with such eloquent argument 
that the Minister of Finance requested that 
he withdraw his rtiotlon, presenting It upon 
report— so as to give the government oppor- 
tunity to consider the questions Involved. 

This course wns consented to by Mr. 
Smith. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson moved an amend- 
ment of 7Sb In order to make It appear 
clear that the commercial traveller or com- 
mercial agent who pays a license repre- 
sents principals doing business outside the 
province. This was adopted, and sub-sec- 
tion S of the snme clause? was amended to 
the snme effect. Sub-section •! was amend- 
ed by striking out the words "under this 
act" la lines -1 and 5. 
The section wns passed hh amended. 
The hill was reported complete as amend- 
ed. 

In reply to an inquiry by Mr. Nelll, 
Hon. Mr. Semlin snld that he could find 
no correspondence with respect to mining 
on Indian reserves.

Important Recommendations 
Made To Commissioners 
by Chief Langley. 



Protection for Suburbs Secured 
By Appointment of Ad- 
ditional Constables. 



As was expected the first regular meet- 
ing of the new board of police commis- 
sioners held yeaterday afternoon was a 
most important one. Some radical 
changes in the administration of the 
police department were submitted in a 
lengthy report from Chief John Lnngley. 
The most important of the recommenda- 
tions made by the chief was one advising 
the immediate appointment of five addi- 
tional constables. Improvements at tie 
city police station and changes in the 
etyle of the uniforms worn by the mem- 
bers of the force were dealt with in a 
separate report from Chief Langley, 
which after an estimate of the additional 
cost which the proposed improvements 
will demand, will be submitted to the 
board of aldermen. 

The commissioners met at 2.45 p.m. at 
the committee room tit the city hall, 
.Mayor Huyward being elected chairman 
by Commissioners Stewart and I'iercy. 
Chief Langley was in attendance. 

The first business was the considera- 
tion of the following report from Chief 
of Police Langley: 

Office of the Chief of Police, 

City of Victoria, B.C.. Jan. Ill, 1900. 
To the Chairman and Board of Police Com- 
missioners: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit 
the following report re the force under my 
charge, and would urge upon your honor- 
able board the necessity of the requirements 
stated. 

Sergeants: There are at present two ser- 
geants In the force. These officers per- 
form their duties in the matter of inspection 
of the various beats, and nlso assist In 
working up cases which occur from time to 
time necessitating more Investigation than 
can be performed by the patrolman or of- 
ltcer who Is llrst upon the scene of the 
crime. The two sergeants alternately take 
day aad night duty, the night sergeant be- 
ing on duty from 8 o'clock p.m. to 5 o'clock 
a.m., and the day sergeant doing duty 
from a.m. to 5 o'clock p.m. During the 
hours from 5 to a.m. and from 5 to 8 p. 
m., there Is no sergeant on duty, and there- 
fore no officer to Inspect the beats and to 
see that the patrolmen are doing their 
duty. 

I would urgently recommend the appoint- 
ment of a third, sergeant In order that three 
shifts may be performed, of eight hours 
each, by such officers; the efficiency of the 
fcrce would thus he better maintained and 
these officers, who perform a large amount 
of extra duty, would be better able to at- 
tend to cases which are constantly cropping 
up nnd require the presence of a superior 
officer, even though that officer's period of 
duty for the day has expired. 

Gaolers: There are at present two gaol- 
ers on the staff. These officers perform al- 
ternately shifts of ten hours each, the In- 
termediate period being put in by the call- 
man on duty In the barracks. Should an 
urgent case occur while the gaoler Is away 
the callman cannot leave the station, but 
must await the coming of an officer who 
can be sent out to attend to the call. It may 
happen in this Way, that should a serious 
crime be committed, the criminal may get 
a long start upon the officers and a large 
amount of expense be entailed In-following 
up the fugitive and the services of a large 
number of men he required. For this reas- 
on I consider that the services of a third 
gaoler are essential and would respectfully 
recommend the appointment of an officer 
to that position. 

Callmen: Two men are kept on shift at 
the station to answer calls doing shifts of 
twelve hours each. Their duties are very 
Important, perhaps almost the most impor- 
tant, and yet a large amount of their time 
Is taken up in relieving the gaolers at their 
meals and In the intermediate time when no 
gaoler is on duty. As before stated, should 
a call of a serious nature come during those 
hours, the callman must await the arrival 
of an officer to despatch to attend to such 
call, enabling the perpetrator ample time to 
make (rood his escape. I cannot too strong- 
ly urge the appointment of another officer 
to enable this part of the service to be ef- 
ficiently provided for. 

Patrolmen: Number I heat, Blanchard 
street, Pandora street, Fernwood road and 
Spring Itidge, has not been patrolled for the 
past six months, there being no officer avail- 
able for such duty. This is an important 
residential part of the city, and the resi- 
dents nre anxious for police protection. 
Bents G nnd 7, the .Tallies Bay district, cov- 
ering n distance of over 14 miles, are at 
persent pHt rolled by oue officer. Numerous 
complaints have been received from that 
district, and It Is Impossible for one man 
to meet the requirements of such a large 
section, one of the most importnnt resi- 
dential portions of the city. 

It Is impossible with the force as at pres- 
ent constituted to patrol the city in a pro- 
per manner, and ns It should be done, and 
I would strongly and urgently request the 
appointment of officers to fill the positions 
as specified. The city of Victoria covers a 
large area and contains property of great 
value. It Is necessary that adequate po- 
lice protection be maintained, and to do this 
the number of officers asked for is prac- 
tically a necessity. One sergeant, one 
gaoler, one callman (patrolman), and two 
constables.

In answer to the mayor the chief ex- 
plained that four extra men wore asked 
for and an increase in the salary of one 
of the men at present oti the force, who 
would be made a sergeant. The addi- 
tional salaries would amount to $225 per 
month. 

In response to question the chief said 
it would perhaps be in the public interest 
to change ex-Chief Sheppard from tho 
position of interpreter to that of barrack 
man. The two position could not very 
well lie combined. He was quite satis- 
fied that the extra men asked for were 
urgently required. 

Clerk Page produced a report from ex- 
Chief Sheppard, tinted November 1, 1891), 
urging the appointment of two more de- 
tectives. This report was not acted upon 
by the late board. 

Chief Langley did not think there was 
any necessity for more detectives— two 
were sufficient. 

Commissioner Percy «nid the suburban 
districts had never been properly policed, 
lie knew this of his own knowledge. 

The mayor inquired from Chief Lang- 
ley if. tho force could.not be made auxil- 
iary, to the dty officials in keeing the 
streets in order— that is, free from' ob- 
structions. • . ;. ■. ■.. . 

The chief replied that certainly this 



could be done— it was in fact part of 
their duties. 

The mayor suggested that the members 
of the force should he provided with ex- 
tracts from the by-laws governing their 
duties. 

Commissioner Pierey thought as a new 
chief had been appointed a little latitude 
should be given him. He was in favor 
of adopting the report. 

Commissioner Stewart was in favor of 
the recommendations made by the chief 
and moved that they be carried out. This 
was carried. 

Under date of February 5. Chief Lang- 
ley wrote to the board directing attention 
to a complaint he had received from A. 
M. Carpenter, who states he was insulted 
by Constable Llewelyn. Chief Langley 
thought if the constable were reprimand- 
ed it would fit the case. The otllcer ac- 
cused denied the charge. The board de- 
cided to leave the matter in the hands 
of the chief. 

Chief Langley lias prepared a lengthy 
report regarding' certnin alterations and 
improvements which he proposes at the 
police quarters in tho city hall, also sug- 
gestions regarding changes in the style 
of the uniforms. This report was read 
and discussed with the object of recom- 
mending its adoption by the city council, 
but it was decided to refer it back to 
Chief Langley, so that he may prepare 
an estimate of the cost involved. In this 
report he recommends Unit the coats sup- 
plied the force — new suits about being 
ordered— should be cut in the style now 
in vogue all over the continent— that is, 
what is known as the Prince Albert, 
reaching below the knee. He also sug- 
gests that tho men wear a patent leather 
belt, carry the regulation policeman's 
"club" and display a badge showing the 
officer's number. 

The chief was instructed to advertise 
for the additional constables required. 
The board then adjourned.

Stewart n licens- 
ing commissioner. Last week the posi- 
tions were reversed, after n strong enn- 
vas, the church and temperance societies 
working hard for the re-appointment of 
Aid, Brydon us police commissioner.

U North Itoad, Feb. 8, 1000. 
To the Honorable the Provincial Secre- 
tary: 

Dear Sir: Your esteemed favor dated 31st 
January, duly received on February 0, lust., 
acquainting me of the fact that His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council has 
been pleased to appoint me to the honor- 
able position of a member of the license 
commissioners' board for the city of Vic- 
toria, B.C. Appreciating the honor con- 
ferred by your government In the matter 
of such public appointment, and the welfare 
of the state that every loyal subject ought 
to feel resting upon him to undertuke such 
public duties to the very best of his ability, 
without fear or favor, Is only part of the 
much prized freedom of Britain's sons the 
wide world over: but In the matter of this 
appointment, pardon me when 1 take the 
liberty of pointing out what seems to me, 
as least so far us my knowledge of such 
matters guides me In coining ..to a conclu- 
sion, that the peculiarities of appointing 
me to the above mentioned honorable posi- 
tion without approaching any of my numer- 
ous and influential friends or myself to as- 
certain my views regarding the undertaking 
of the duties of said appointment, appears 
to me only reasonable, especially when I 
take i no consideration the strong and repre- 
entatlve deputations composed of Victoria's 
most reputable citizens, which waited upon 
your honorable government re my 
re-appointment to tin? position of po- 
lice commissioner, which honor your 
government conferred upon me In 
the month of August, 1819; also tile fact 
that my conduct in performance of the du- 
ties devolving upon me as commissioner of 
police formed one of the strongest points 
In my candidature as alderman for re-elec- 
tion, and as a public confirmation of the 
approval with which the vast majority of 
Victoria's citizens viewed ray conduct, they 
returned me again as their representative 
with a handsome vote at the polls. 

The honor due my constituents at your 
hands regarding their entreaties re my re- 
appointment, and other seasons briefly out- 
lined by me In this letter, also to the best 
of my knowledge your honorable govern- 
ment was satisfied that the lawful duties 
of the late board of police commissioners 
were faithfully administered— therefore, 
with sincere regret, I feel compelled here- 
with to decline the honor of said appoint- 
ment as a member of the board of license 
commissioners for the city of Victoria con- 
ferred upon me by His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor In Council. I am, sir, your

Board of Trade Meet to Dis- 
cuss it But Take No 
Action. 



Committee Advise That the 
Harbor Borings Be Made 
First.

A general meeting of the board of 
trade was held yesterday afternoon to 
consider the Sorby harbor scheme. The 
scheme was mentioned incidentally dur- 
ing the afternoon, most of the time being 
spent in discussing why Mr. Sorby had 
not been invited to be present, and why 
the meeting had been called. Nothing 
was accomplished. 

President Ward explained that he had 
called the meeting at the request of 
members who had noticed that the city 
council proposed to expend $3,000 for 
boring operations in the harbor, The 
board wore desirous of knowing whether 
it was proposed to carry out the scheme 
in toto if the borings were satisfactory. 
Many were opposed to the scheme, he 
for one believing it was impracticable. 
A large part of the revenue estimated 
by Mr. Sorby was from wharfage, but 
be had double banked it. The board 
were asking the Dominion government 
to make an appropriation for harbor im- 
provement, and while the Sorby scheme 
hung fire it was not likely that the Do- 
minion government would grant the re- 
quest. Besides, the large expenditure 
which the carrying out of the scheme 
would incur would prevent other im- 
provements being made here. 

Mr. F. B. Pemberton moved ns fol- 
lows: "That in the opinion of this 
board it lias been shown that the Sorby 
harbor scheme cannot be successfully 
carried out, and that we respectfully 
urge that it is not desirable that the city 
should incur expenditure in relation to 
the proposal." 

Mr. Shallcross, who was to second the 
resolution, went out to get some papers, 
and while waiting for him Mr. C. A. 
Holland asked whether Mr. Sorby was 
to be present. 

President Ward said Mr. Sorby was 
not to bo present. lie had not been in- 
vited because he had been before the 
board twice to explain the scheme. 

Mr. Holland moved that the meeting 
ndjotirn to allow Mr. Sorby to be pres- 
ent. 

Mr. .Tames Harvey seconded the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. L. G. McQuade did not think it 
would be in order for Mr. Sorby to be 
present. 

Aid. Beekwith asked what information 
the board bad to base their decision on. 

Mr. I). It. Ker, while not opposed to 
Mr. Sorby being present, thought that 
tho committee who had examined into 
the scheme nnd had asked the council 
lor tin Rj!2rcpriation, could give the 
board all tho information necessary. 

Mr. B. W. Penrse, a member of the 
engineering committee, said he favored 
the scheme if it could be carried out on 
the figures given by Mr. Sorby. lie 
could not yet say whether he was in 
favor of the scheme. The board should 
not puss on it until the committee had 
decided upon its practicability. This 
could not be done until the borings had 
been made. No man looking at the 
plans could decide upon the feasibility 
of the scheme. In a fortnight tho bor- 
ings would be made, and the committee 
would be ready to report. 

Mr. A. L. Belyea thought tho meeting 
should adjourn until the borings bud 
been mnde, nnd be moved in that direc- 
tion. The motion was seconded by Aid. 
Beekwith. 

Mr. D. R. Ker said the harbor im- 
provements came strictly within the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion govern- 
ment. The city should not spend a cent 
on the work. All the money the city 
had was wanted for civic expenditure. 
He did not know that tho Dominion 
government had been asked to pay the 
cost of the borings, either by the city 
council or board of trade. As tc the 
scheme itself lie did not believe it was 
feasible. Mr. Sorby gave figures for 
deepening the inner harbor, lint nothing 
for deepening the channel. A few weeks 
ago he, in company with Cnpt. Ander- 
son and Stevedore Yorke, made sound- 
ings in the inner harbor, nnd found the 
least witter was between Shoal point and 
the lighthouse, which was outside the 
dam proposed by Mr. Sorby. His firm 
had not found that the city suffered for 
want of a deep-water harbor, but they 
had suffered from other reasons. 

Mr. Holland said when Mr. Sorby 
went to Otfnwn, the first question be 
was asked was " What is Victoria will- 
ing to do for herself ? " 

Mr. Ctitbbert thought the city should 
inquire into the feasibility of the scheme, 
which three-fourths of the people of the 
city were in favor of. 

There was some discussion as to why 
the members of the board were present — 
to discuss the general scheme or to pass 
on the proposal of the council to make 
an appropriation for boring operations. 

Mr. R. Cassidy expressed the opinion 
that what could be accomplished with 
Victoria harbor would cost more than 
was justified by the return. He con- 
tended that trade could not be brought 
to a port by a good harbor. Ships went 
where trade demanded, and not where 
titer" were good harbors. At present 
there was sufficient accommodation for 
the ships that come to Victoria. 

The discussion wandered off into the 
subjects of Glasgow harbor and the 
Manchester ship canal. 

Aid. Brydon said it could not be 
■ bought, tii nt the committee could give 
all the information which Mr. Sorby 
bad. As to the money for borings, if the 
city was not prepared to pny for the pre- 
liminary work of such a great scheme, 
all had better leave at once. 

Half an hour was spent discussing 
why the Empresses did not call at the 
outer wharf, and then Manchester nnd 
Glasgow came in for some more discus- 
sion. 

Mr. J. ,T. Shallcross considered it was 
quite within the jurisdiction of the board 
of trade to pass on the proposal to spend 
several thousand dollars for the borings. 
The members were directly interested in 
tho harbor, and to keep the Sorby scheme 
hanging would prevent other improve- 
ments suggested by tho board from 
being carried out. 

Mr. Cuthbert rose to point out that the 
council of the board of trade had en- 
dorsed the scheme. 

Mr. Shn'lcross held that the present 
council could nullify the action of a pre- 
vious council. His argument against 
tlie money being expended for borintrs 
was thnt.no matter how satisfaclory the 
borings were, the scheme was not one 
that could be carried out. 

Mr. Cuthbert said that the council of 
the board who helped Mr. Sorby at the

He Withdraws from Presidency of Ohio 
Branch to Avoid Worry of In- 
vestigation. 

New York, Feb. 0— The Evening Post 
says: "A report from Cleveland to the 
effect that John D. Rockefeller has re- 
signed the presidency of the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio, one of the subsi- 
diary companies of the trust, guve rise to- 
day to the impression that he has retired 
from his position in the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey, now the main corpora- 
tion. This is incorrect. Mr. Rockefeller 
hns resigned the presidency of the Ohio 
company, merely, and will bo succeeded 
by Vice-President A. M. McGregory of 
the New Jersey Central. The reason for 
the change is said to he partly a concern 
for Mr. ^Rockefeller's health nnd partly 
his desire to avoid being drnwn into fu- 
ture investigations of the company's af- 
fairs, such as that lately managed by 
Attorney-General Monet of Ohio."
